Felix SOMARY, an Austrian of 
Jewish origin, became a Catholic, married to an Austrian 
Catholic; war, a financial advisor to the German government 
during the last war, broke with the Kaiser on the question 
of submarine warfare. 

SOMARY is a partner In the f 1 rm BLANKART and Company 
(Geneva and Zurich)! 11 ] together with Jacques BLANK ( J.J 1 ) and 
Arthur EITLER [ill ) . The Vice-Consul of the COUNTRY(iv] in 
Zurich Is an official of NABOB 's(v) department. OSTROW(vl) 
in his time consulted SOMARY about financial questions. 

S. Is reported to be u friend of Archduke OTTO und he assisted 
a commission headed by General B UTTER WORTH ( viJ. )

S. was a member of the German Finance Control Commission 
in Belgium where he was an associate of SCHACHT(vj.il ) . He was 
subsequently associated with a German bunk in Tokyo. 

S. left Germany before. 1939 and settled In Switzerland, 
from there In 1939 he travelled to the COUNTRY! iv] on a Swiss 
passport. After that he returned to Switzerland and again wont 
to the COUNTRY in jgttl via the COUNTRYSIDE (DEREVNYa) ( lx) on a 
Swiss quota visa. According to information dated February this 
year S. is advising TOWNSMEN (GOROZhAN ) (x) , firms and corporations 
in respect of claims against Germany (5 groups unrecovered] 
fchfir property in Axis territory. 

(Part II) 

It is reported that from time to time S. submits a report 
on his activities to NABOB'S Department v] . He also frequently 
consults, they say, with Leon FRASER^, ( former head of the Bank for 
0 International Settlements) who spent a considerable part of the 
war In Switzerland. 

S. is reported also to have been associated with CALIPH 
(KAT.IF J ( xl ] . He i3 represented by a lawyer of the firm WILLKIE, 
OWEN and GALLAGHER ( x li J . There was Information that S. is an 
unofficial representative or SCliACHT and of German industrial 
-financial circles in tlv* COUNTRY.
